American Residents Find Little Fault 
with the Annexation Document.

While considerable dissatisfaction was felt 
by those who perused the terms and clauses of 
the treaty of annexation which went to the 
Senate, the fact remains that the American 
residents of these islands who represent the 
largest interests are quite satisfied with the 
work performed to date by Com- 
missioner Thurston and his colleagues. 
President Dole considers. that the seemingly 
vague or incomplete nature of the treaty is 
due to the fact that the Commussioners and 
the Secretary of State wanted to get it before 
the outgoing Senate quickly and in such shape 
that the grand point—to-wit: annexation at 
any ¢cost-—would not be defeated by clauses 
which would catch the notice of those in op- 
position to the scheme. He fully believes 
that there was an understanding between the 
Commissioners and the United States Gov- 
ernment on this point. Mr. Dole also 
makes use of the argument that the Unitea 
Statos has ever been liberal to its States and 
Territories in the matter of legislation and 
local government, and he is not beset with any 
fears ot Thurston and his colleagues entering 
into a bad bargain.

Those who are out for annexation on 
any basis and are desirous that Uncle Sam 
should secure a good bargain pooh-poon the 
idea that Pratt can lay claim to any mojety of 
the lands on the ground that his wife is a do- 
scendant of tne Kamehamehas. Those on 
the other side of the question thmk that 
Consul-General Pratt has struck the keynote 
to succesa, and it is intimated that if his claim 
is entertained there will be a general unearth- 
ing of Kamehameha Princes and Princesses 


until the army of claimants outnumbers the 
Biythe heirs and heiresses by many hundreds.

Again, if any astute lawyer should discover 
a fancied claim to the sty in behalf of Mrs. 
Pratt or some othér scion of the Kamehame- 
has, it isargued that the Hawaiian statute of 
limitations will rendersuch claim null and void, 
inasmuch as it is over twenty years since the 
act of 1865 made the crown lands inaliena- 
ble from the direct heir to the throne. 

The best information obtainable anent the 
public domain of Hawaii shows that it con- 
sists of 862,000 acres of government land and 
867,000 acres of crown land, Of this 4 per 
cent is cane and arable land, 2 per cent coffee 
and fruit land, and 46 per cent good pasture 
land. Of the balance 27 per cent may be 
classed as poor grazing and waste land, 35,000 
acres of coffee land, and 800,000 acres of good 
pasture land. A large portion of this pasture 
land is suitable for farming. The välue of the 
whole is variously placed at figures ranging 
from $4,000,000 to $6,000,000, 

President Dole’s Views. 


One point in the treaty on which President 
Dole was not yet was that in reiation 
to crown lands, These lands he thought, were 
not vested in the government, and should be 
secured to it by the United States for the ben- 
efit of the Hawaiian people. Attorney-Gen- 
eral W. O. Smith declines, until the official 
text of treaty is received, to give an opinion 
of his department as to what disposition the 
United States #hould make ofthese land under 
annexation. He says that under the great di- 
vision of lands in 1888 certain lands were set 
apart for the use of the sovereign. The King 
eventually began to treat them as his private 
property, and when attention was called to 
this the Legislature in 1865 passed an act de- 
fining his title, which was to the income only, 
and transferred the lands to a commission to 
be calied Commissioners of Crown Lands. 
Ever since that time the government has ex- 
ercised control over them, and the Legisla- 
ture Hus passed various acts relating to their 
dispobition. The courts have also by several 
decisions drawn a distinction between these 
lands and the private lands of Kamenemahas 
and their heirs. 


LL 
GUARD STILL MAINTAINED. 


Men from the Boston Ketping Watch and 
Ward at the Capital.

The men from the Boston detailed for duty 
on shore are still kept in their quarters and at 
the government building the same guards are 
maintained as told of in the last dispatches. 
No more sailors have been sent- aboard and 
the marines and blue-jackets are still under 
heavy marching orders, as in time of war. It 
is expected that within a few days all the 
troops and sailors from the American men-of- 
war in the harbor will be marched through 
the streets of Honolulu. This will be done in 
order to demonstrate the force that Uncle Sam 
has in the waters and prove the ability to con- 
tinue the flying of the American flag upon the 
government building. There is notime set 
for the withdrawal of these men trom Camp 
Boston and it is probabie that they will remain 
there until the United States occupies the 
island with permanent force and sends a regi- 
ment or two from the regular army to estab- 
lish a garrison on the islands. 


AMITY AMONG THE SAILORS, 


Better Feeling Prevalent Among American 
and British Marines, 

[From a Staff Correspondent of Tue Trreune. ] 

HONOLULU, March 9. 
Via San Francisco, March 16. 

The efforts of Admiral Skerret have re- 
sulted in a more amucable feeling between the 
men of the British warship Garnet and those 
in the American squadron. In my last dis- 
patch I told how the Admiral had invited 
the Garnet’s sailors to visit his blue jackets 
‘on Washington’s birthday and the convival 
time they had in the forecastle. A few days 
ago the Garnett’s men returned the com- 
vliment, and men from the Mohican 
to the number of seventy attended a smoking 
concert given on the English vessel. They 
had a jolly time, and Admiral Skerret hopes 
that peace is now assured as far as these two 
bodies of men are concerted, and believes 
that there will be no further fighting 
between them. Nevertheless “liberty” is 
still stopped, and the meh are not allowed to 
go on shore. Capt. Ludlow of the Mohican, 
who, it will be remembered, was Lighthouse 
Inspector at Chicago for three years, 
says he sees no reason why his men 
cannot go on shore, and says that they feel 
the restraint keenly. Although the animosity 
betweenthe representatives of the two nations 
is quelled for a time by the diplomatic acts of 
Admiral Skerret, yet the feeling on shore is as 
bitter as ever, and were the Britishers in any 
number at all in Honolulu some liveiy scenes 
might be enacted upon the streets. 


QUEEN LILI IN RETITEMENT. 


She Is Reticent of Speech, Bat Opposed to 
the Civil Rights League.

It is exceedingly hard to approach the de- 
posed Queen in her retirement, for the simple 
reason that she promised Paul Neumann 
tefore he left these shores that she would 
not be interviewed by 4 reporter or 
read n newspaper during his absence. 
Kecently when her guard was taken 
away by the provisional governinent, 
She retired further into seclusion than ever, 
going so far as to say jestingly to Mr. Cleg. 
horn, I mtend now to place padlocks on all 
my gates and if you or anyone else want to 
talk to me you will have tocall me up by 
telephone.“ 

Iwas desirous of learning, however, what 
news the Queen had by the Igie, and as she 
will not accord an interview, I had to rely for 
my information upon one who is very close to 

er. 

“The Queen, said he, has received no 
lengthy coramunication from Neumann, owing 
to his not being a sufficient number of 
days at Washington to catch the Belgic’s 
mail. She has short dlspatches, howeverl 
which have left her in a placid and hopefu, 
state of mind. Her own words are as fol- 
lows: “Iam not worryi over the result 
of this turmoil, for have every 
confidence that so grent a nation as the United 
States will see that justice is done to me and 
to my people. Iam content to leave the pre- 
sentation of my eide of the case entirely to 
those who have gone to Washington to repre- 
sent me, and until the final decisions are ar- 
rived at I will add nothing to the statement 
that I have made public.“ 


Against the Leagues. 


The Queen expressed herself as having no 


syinpathy with the Civil Rights League or a 
kindred soviety known as the Hawaiian Patri- 
otic League, which has been formed among 
the natives. She seems to doubt the motives 
of those who are the leaders. The 
Hawaiian Civil Rights League is in 
very bad odor with a certain section 
of the local press, which refers to the organ- 
ization as the black flag.“ So far as can be 
learned it is the intention of the league to 
form district clubs all over the islands and in- 
vite all those who are in sympathy with the 
movement to join. The principal object of the 
league, as set forth in its constitution, is 
to promote by all legal means a love oj 
country and a free, representative govern- 
ment. Such action on the hearts of the peo- 
ple of Hawaii, irrespective of race or past 
politica: affiliation, as will serve to acquaint 
the people of America and of tbe 
world at large with the political 
condition and sentiment here prevailing, to 
the end that no illiberal or despotic schemes 
of government may be imposed upon our 
land by any foreign — and to preserve 
to Hawaii in her future political career, 
whether under the Hawalian flag or any other 
flag, a continuance of the privileges of self. 
governinent such as she has enjoyed during 
the last haif century.” 


Against American Interests. 


This all sounds very well on paper but the 
argument of the annexationists is that the 
Civil Rights League is formed purely for the 
purposes of injuring American interests and 
arousing discontent at the prospect of clean rep- 
resentative government with few opportunities 
for boodling.

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FRIENDS OF ANNEXATION SAD. 


They Are Disappointed at the Delay in 
Taking Possession of the Islands. 
[Correspondence of the ogy v9 2

If the friends of annexation were elated on 
the receipt of the news brought by the steam- 
ships China and Honolulu Feb. 20 and 22 they 
were disappointed when the Belgic put into 
Honolulu unexpectedly March 2 and it was 
found that the treaty ado by Secretary 
Foster and the Hawaiian Commissioners had 
not reached a vote in the United States Sen- 
ate. With the exception of Minister Stevens 
and a few other Americans no ono had expect- 
ed the treaty to be arranged so speedily. In 
fact, it was known that certain of the Com- 
missioners had arranged their business affairs 
here with a view to being absent at least six 
months. The fact that so important a meas- 
ure had been prépared within afew days 
led to the belief that the people of 
the United States appreciated the situation 
here and were desirous of. solving the 
difficulties under which the provisional gov- 
ernment has been laboring. The disappoint- 
ment of the American party in the islands 
was the source of much gratitication to the 
Royalists, and it was not late in the day be- 
fore assertions were boldly made that the 
treaty would never pass the Senate, that an- 
nexation was an impossibility, and that the 
new Congress would carry out the policy of 
opposition to the acquiring of fore terri- 
tory would recognize the antonony of Hawaii 
at least to the extent of agreeing to the ac- 
cession of Kaiulani, the heiress apparent, sup- 
ported possibly by an American protectorate. 

The published letter of Secretary Foster to 
United States Minister Stevens, from their 
point of view, sustained the adherents of · mon- 
archial rule in the belief that the course of 
Minister Stevens and Capt. Willse df the 
Cruiser Boston was not countenanced by the 
Washington Government. It was 714 

inted out to them that the flag of the Uni 

States had not been hauled down from the 

place over the Gevernment Building, as would 

have followed an official disavowal of the 

temporary protectorate established under the 

poesenrs of the menacing policy of the 
ritish Minister, 

Minister Stevens expressed himself as per- 
fectly satisfied with the contents of Foster’s 
letters. You will frequently find,’’ he said, 
that a judge in rendering a decision sums 
up his points in such a way that two-thirds of 
his listeners will. say that he will give judg- 
ment in favor of the opposite party, yet the 
logical conclusion of the decision may not be 
in accordance with these gone So with 
Mr. Foster's letter. which I am satisfied was 
prepared with care, and which to use my 
similie think gives me the case.” | 

Mr. Stevens thought the situation had under- 
gone nochange. He did not think that the 
newspapers. which had been received indicated 
that any party lines had been drawh on the 
subject and reviewed the public utterances of 
many of the leading men of both parties to 
support his view that they were in accord on 
this matter. He declined to express his indi- 
vidual opinion of the political side of the 
question, but said that history showed that for 
over thirty years, when under Jefferson or 
later Democrats, Whig, or Republican admin- 
istration, the policy of the State Department 
had tended to this end; that when Hawaiian 
monarchy should cease to exist the United 
States would assume the responsibilities nec- 
essary to the preservation of its paramount 
interests here. 

„ Wnile I have been accused of precipitat- 

ing revolvtion, said Mr. Stevens, ‘the fact 
remains and can be vouched for by many here 
that I did not d the responsibilities that 
would devolve" mo in the event of a 
change in the governmeht of Hawaii. When 
the Jones Ministry was appointed and I went 
with the Boston to Hilo I was relieved, for 
thought the government was safe and in good 
hands. We returned, however, to find the 
best Ministry in some respects that the Islands 
ever had ousted from ofticeand a different set in 
their places. A revolution followed and I can 
say that in taking the course which I did I 
was simply follewing the policy specifically 
laid down under Secretary Bayard for just 
such a contingency and which, as history 
shows, has been the logical policy of the 
United States. There was a time when it was 
thought by our Representatives in Congress 
that a coaling station and naval rendezvous at 
Pearl Harbor would amply manifest our au- 
thority here. but that view would not have 
been generally sustained in face of a revolu- 
tion.“ 
Minister Stevens said that letters which he 
had sent to Washington bearing on affairs in 
the islands wore not written with 4 view to 
publication, but he saw from the newspapers 
that they had been given out together with 
other otficial documents. These letters, he 
said, expressed his views, although they might 
be open to the criticism of the opposittion 
here. 

Mr. Stevens thought that the treaty as pub- 
lished was a carefully drawn and satisfactory 
document, and it might be that the Senate 
would deem it wise to ratify it ere long. 

„Why did England,” he said, take the 
stand in Samoa? Because she was practically 
forced thereto by the cry of the Australian 
colonies that they were being betrayed by her 
inaction, Sohere, any great delay, if such 
were likely, might impair our relations with 
England, Canada, and the Canadian Pacific 
railroad, which is straining after every peint 
to maintain its commercial supremacy, is urg- 
ing the English Government to action, and it 
may lead to a protest from the Gladstone 
Ministry, which would not be desirable. A 
popular vote on the question of annexation 
taken here would be useless, for with the ex- 
ception of certain elements, and a few inter- 
ested persons of prominence, there is no 
strong feeling against annexation. I am in 
communication with prominent men of other 
islands, and they assure me that there is, if 
anything, a sentiment in favor of it among 
the better class of natives.“ 

Minister Stevens said he had long ago made 
up his mind that he would relinquish his posi- 
tion in May, if not earlier. ; 

Members of the provisional government are 
experiencing a growing coldness among some 
of their early supporters. Members of the 
militia are the most discontented. : Some of 
them claim that the men who bofe arms in 
defense of the provisional government have 
been overlooked in favor of hangers on of the 
late régime, and hold that they would be justi- 
fied in holding out for the resignation of cer- 
tain of the ministry, even to the extent of re- 
fusing to do military duty. 3 

It is claimed by the former Attorzey-Gener- 
al; A. P. Peterson, who is one of the ablest 
men in the royalist party, that the Japanese 
Government will not agree to the carrying 
out of the present contracts on the ground 
that they were made with the Hawaiian Mon- 
archy, and that monarchy N been over- 
turned forcibly, recourse can be had against 
planters to whom those contracts were aus- 
signed. The Japanese Government, Peterson 
holds, would not contract, if such a thing 
were possible, with the United States for the 
reason that it considers it would have no 
power to protect its subjects in that country. 
The Japanese cruiser Kongo went to Hilo 
last Thursday, where, it was reported, some 
disturbance had arisen among the Japanese 
plantation hands. The United States man-of- 
war Alliance followed Saturday, dnd this gave 
rise to arumor that there was a prospect of 
international complication. The American 
naval officers pronounce the statement ab- 
surd and say the Alliance weat to Hilo, as is 
customary, for target practice. 

British Minister Wodehouse contends that 
it would be only an act of fairness and justice 
to take a plebiscite here on the matter of an- 
nexation by the United States. England, he 
said, had annexed a number of islands with. 
out a popular vote of those affected, but they 
were savage islands whose inhabitants had not 
reached such a state of civilization that the 
powers sent envoys of high grade to them. 
Mr. Wodehouse has sent a note to the pro- 
visional government protesting, it is stated, 
against any disfranchisement of the natives, 
President Dole, in acknowledgimg the re- 
ceiot of the note, asked the British Minister 
to furnish precedents where Great Britain in 
the case of the annexation of foreign terri- 
tory in the Pacific had granted suffrage.

This man was the vivid incarnation of life, 
force, energy, action, manifesting itself semper 
ubique in every form, and by every form and by 
every agency of brain and heart and hand, of 
voice and pen aud sword. The sphere of his ac- 
tion was as wide as the interest of humanity. He 
could not be idle, he could not be silent. he could 
not be indifferent. As a soldier. as a statesman, 
in peace and in war, as a lawyer, a manufacturer, 
a business-man, he has left conspicuous mona- 
ments of his labors. 

3 his military career, the orator 
said: 

The people of New Ofleans expected from him 
nothing but battle, murder, and sudden death, 
but he saved them from . pestilence, and 
famine’’; they expected only oppression and 
wrong—he gave them a wise, firm, and ,just ad- 
ministration ; they looked for the evils and hu- 
miliatons of conquest—he fed the people and 
gave the city a clean bill of health, the first in its 

istory. He was not an invited guest—he could 
not expect all the courtesy and cordiality which 
marke the hospitality of the South. If they gave 
him curses for the blessings he conferred, it must 
be remembered that curses of disloyalty are 
as necessary to the fame of patriots as u- 
dits of loyalty.

tion and in the fight to down the race-track. 
It is understood that the Linden people will now 
abandon their efforts to get a license for their 
track and concentrate all their “ influence’”’ 
toward securing a license for the Dwyers’ 
Elizabeth track, witch will come before the 
Elizabeth City Council Friday night. 

At Cape May the defeat of the gambling 
element was overwhelming. The candidates 
for Mayor were James M. E. Hildreth, Re- 
publican, and James Henry Edmunds, Demo- 
erat. Edmunds had the promise of Billy 
Thompson of Gioucester that he would see 
him through. He had been Mayor four terms. 
Police Justice Paul of Camden went to the 
city Monday night and remained to personal- 
ly aid Edmunds. Thompson had pledged 
plenty of boodle. It fairly rained race-track 
greenbacks around the polis. Cape May never 
saw such a heavy vote, but when the returns 
were allin it was found that Hildreth was 
elected. 

In Raritan Township, a strong Democratic 
stronghold, the Republicans carried the day.

Some critics, ‘notably a writer m 
yesterday’s Figaro, came.to the conclusion 
that Miss Benedict was a  copyist 
and had attempted to palm off a reproduction 
of a Salon picture as a piece of original work, 
and had indeed succeeded so well as to deceive 
the jury of awards and get chief prize. 
None of the adverse critics have complained 
that the jury was in any wise culpable except 
so far as to be ignorant of the quality of the 
works of art exhibited in a recent Paris Salon. 
And it has been generally heid by them that 
the implied if not the expressed understanding 
in the sciety was that works exhibited there 
were to be original and not copies of other 
paintings, no matter how old and cracked 
the original painting in some European gal- 
lery might be. 

But there is another, and an evidentiy lar- 
ger, group of local artists who know Miss 
Benedict and will hesitate to believe that 
she has been guilty of exhibiting a 
copy. She was for several years a 
student of Vanderpoel and others at 
the Art Institute and during those same years 
taught in the art school that is maintained in 
connection with Lake Forest University. 
Urged by her friends who had faith in her 
artistic talent and by Mr. Vanderpoel, a thor- 
ough disciple of the Dutch school of painters, 
she went abroad, studying in Paris, in Italy, 
and in Holland. She returned last fall from 
the Netherlands, bringing, among other works 
of her brush and pencil, “‘The Singing Spin- 
ners.” An artist friend of hers, who ac- 
companied her im her studies among Dutch 
landscapes, windmills, and people, said last 
night that she was with Miss Benedict when 
she drew the sketch from life which was after- 
wards developed into her prize black and 
white drawing now in question among artists. 


Wherein They Differ. 


C. A. Corwin said last * that, while the 
scene in the French and the American pict- 
ures was evidently the same, beyond that not 
a single figure in Miss Benedict's was a répli- 
que of any in the other picture. The positions 
of the figures are different, with perhaps one 
exception, and in more than one case the char- 
acters are not the same. In the French paint- 
ing a woman with a black cap occupies a cen- 
tral position in the group; in the Chicago 
drawing her place is taken by asmall Duch 
boy in roomy wooden shoes. 

Mr. Vanderpoel, a member of the jury 
of award for the Worid’s Fair, said 
that there was clear internal evidence of 
originality in the Chicago young woman’s 
work, and felt that it was impossible that an 
earnest student with such talent for art as 
Miss Benedict possessed should exhibit a copy 
as original work. * 

Artists about the society rooms last 
night suggested numerous instances where 
well-known. scenes in Holland with great 
possibility for artistic treatment were sought 
out by many artists and drawn by them ail, 
wholly independent of one another. A year 
or two ago several friends who had been fel- 
low students in the art institute were study- 
ing abroad and late in their season’s work 
happened to meet. They compared sketch 
books and found that all of them had drawn 
the same Dutch landscape involving the same 
decaying house and the same picturesque 
fence in the foreground. They are entirely 
confident that the resemblance between Mies 
Benedict’s drawing and the painting in the 
Salon of 1887 is merely a coincidence. 

The Award Not Affected. 


“Tt certainly looks like plagiarism,” said 
Edga Cameron, the artist who took the place 
of T. de Thulatrup on the jury of award, al- 
though some of our most famous authors, 
poets, artists, and public speakers have given 
expressions which follow the same line of 
thought as shown hundreds of years ago. The 
composition of these two pictures is almost 
identical, a comparison showing that at a 
glance. Yet there is nothing toshow that it 
is a copy, and the work of the young woman 
was certainly an excellent one.“ 

„How will it affect the award?“ 

“Nothing could affect the award, even 
should there be such disposition. The 
only real effect this question will cause will be 
to stir up considerable controversy in art 
circles and criticism among the disappointed 
exhibiters. Again, should it be considered a 
copy of a famous French picture it reflects 
credit on the critical ability of the jury of 
award. No jury can be expected to know all 
subjects which have been presented in the 
thousands of exhibitions, especially foreign 
ones, and such a selection throws only credit 
on us. 

Are copies frequently presented in compe- 
titions? 

„Almost the hardest work devolving on a 
jury in an important competition is to pre- 
vent plagiarism. Not only obscure subjects, 
but some of the most prominent pictures are 

reseated. Ihe World's Fair jury is now 

thered almust beyond measure by hundreds 
of copies of chromos and all sorts of works 
which are being dumped on them.“

| FRESH DEMANDS MADE 


SANTA FE SHOPMEN AND GRAND 
TRUNK TRAINMEN MOVE. 


fhe General Managers’ Association Will 
Hear Both Sides and Act as Arbitrator 
in the Matter—System of Protection In- 
stituted by the Thirty-two Roads Enter- 
ing into the City—How the Yards Would 
Have Been Protected Had the Switch- 
men Gone Out. * 


Fresh demands by railroad employés have 
been made and a meeting of the General 
Managers’ Association yesterday considered 
them. The most important of these isa de 
mand tor increase of wages by the boiler- 
makers and machine shop men on the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé system. All of 
the men employed in these departments on 
the system between Chicago and the Paeific 
coast participate in the demand. 

The Ordet of Trainmen on thé Chicago and 
Grand Trunk railroad and the Order of Con- 
ductors on the same road have each made a 
formal request for an increase of pay and a 
revision of rules. 

These demands were presented to the roads 
individually involved, and in pureuance with 
the agreement which exiets between the com- 
panies they were referred to the General 
Managers’ Association. There was a long dis- 
cussion in the meeting, which ended in the 
adoption of an arrangement for the associa- 
tion to formally hear both sides. The Gen- 
eral Managers, in other words, will act as arbi- 
trators. Officials of two roads concerned and 
representatives: of the labor organizations 
makng the demands will be summoned and 
examined. An answer will then be returned 
to the men, 

It was the general opinion, however, after 
the meeting that none of the demands would 
be granted. The men stand, it was said, no 
more chance than the switchmen. 

The General Managers’ Association’s head- 

uarters in the Rookery were quiet yesterday. 

he large force of stenographers, typewriters, 
telephone and telegraph operators and mes- 
sengers Lad disappea and not over half a 
dozen clerks were left. But this, it was ex- 
plained, was only an illustration of the system 
which the roads created to defend them- 
selves against possible strikes until after the 
World’s Fair closes next autumn. 

System of Protection. 

Every one of the clerks, operators, and 
messengers, said one of the members of the 
association, ** was loaned by the railroad com- 
pany by which he was employed. The agree- 
ment between the thirty-two roads entering 
Chicago with respect to fighting strikes 
clothes the General Managers’ Associa- 
tion with arbitrary power. We may 
walk into the offices of any railroad company 
and take just what we need. The people who 
were here Sunday have simply gone back to 
their regular work. In two hours they can be 
summoned. Every road in town is connected 
by wire with these rooms. They will be kept 
open and equipped until after the Fair, ana 
the roads will stand together as a unit. 

Among other matters which the association 
discu yesterday was a rumor that the 
switchmen on the Chicago roads had merely 
deferred their strike and would go out May 1. 
** We scarcely mentioned it,“ said one of those 
present at the meeting. “If the switchmen 
go out May 1, or July 1 or 10, or any other 
date, we shall be prepared for them. 

Some of the details of the preparations 
which the roads made last week to meet the 
threatened switchmen’s strike were, made 
public. It was decified after the demands 


were made to use no Finkerton police or pri- 


vate watchmen, but to throw the task of pro- 
tecting the company’s property upon the city 
and county. 

Money enough was subscribed, it was said, 
to reimburse the city for the salaries of 3,000 
extra police and arrangements were made 
with the authorities to hire and uniform that 
number. The new men were to be distributed 
upon the beats now traveled by the city offi- 
cers and the latter were to be sent to the rail- 
road yards. Arrangements, it was said, were 
made with the county authorities for the 
swearing in of extra Sheriffs’ deputies and 

‘deputy constables, 
Ready to Hire Extra Officers, 

Arrangements were made this afternoon 
to raise the money * and deposit it with 
the authorities, said a man present at the 
meeting, and should any trouble occur a 
small army of regular police will be equipped 
to face it. The expenses of this organization of 
thirty-two roads for protection against strikes 
have so far amounted toonly $5,000. Had 
the switchmen struck inside of twenty-four 
hours 2,500 men could have been put in their 
places. The roads are able to draw upon other 
classes of theiremployés and upon an enor- 
mous list of waiting applicants. The average 
pay of switchmen in the Chicago yards is $85a 
month. Freight brakemen make $50 to $65. 
Many of them would jump at the chance to 
change places. 

The Northwestern railroad two years ago 
discharge? 2,000 switchmen. Trains were 
running inside of twelve hours with but frac- 
tionai delay, and perishable freight was sus- 
pended only twelve hours. I do not believe 
there will be any strike. 
when the railroads are prepared. We are per- 
fectly equipped now and shali not relax vigi- 
lance until the lights are put for the last time 
next October at Jackson Park.“ 


WATER GAS CLAIMS ANOTHER VICTIM. 


Sharkey Asphyxiated in Bed by 
Fumes Escaping from a Stove. 

Water gas claimed another victim in Hyde 
Park yesterday. Mary Sharkey, formerly a 
domestic, who had just rented rooms in a flat 
building at No. 4322 Lake avenue, was found 
asphyxiated by alodger. The woman was 30 
years of age and had secured a lease of the 
flat with the intention of holding it until after 
the World's Fair. Yesterday she fented a 
room to George Evans, a painter. When 
Evans returned last evening he no- 
ticed a strong odor of gas in the hail- 
way. This he treced to Miss Sharkey’s 
kitchen, ana trying the door found it locked. 
Unable to secure any response to his repeated 
knockings he broke the door from its hinges 
and made his way into the frontroom. There 
lying on the bed he found the Sharkey woman 
dead. The air was heavy with the gas which 
was escaping from two burners of the stove in 
the kitchen. The third burner was still light- 
ed and in ashort time, it is said, an explosion 
must necessarily have occurred, Mr. Evans’ 
first move was to throw open the windows and 
turn off the gas. Then he notified the neigh- 
borsand Miss Sharkey’s remains were taken 
to Watkins’ morgue.

The near approach of the opening of the 
World’s Fair has begun to show its effect upon 
che down-town business houses and to call atten- 
tion to what the great stores intend doing to- 
wards making Chicago as a city in keeping with 
the results “already shown in the White City at 
its southern border. 

Yesterday the Leader threw open its doors to 
fashionable society, and bid its votaries examine 
the exhibit prepared by that establishment for 
the World’s Fair season.

At one side a model Turkish reception 
room bas finished in solid carved oak, with 
Venetian mirrors, Italian statuary, special paint- 
ings, and heavy, imported draperies. At another 
place, and near the eutrance to the millinery de- 
partment, is seen an exact copy of a Paris boule- 
yard flower booth, with bushels of hat ornaments 
peculiarly arranged for effect. ; 

The entrance to the millinery room is through 
a hand-wrought oak trellis arch with Egyptian 
statuary on either side.

Mr. I. K. oxesen’s complaint addressed 
to the Mayor in reference to the Police Jus- 
tices is timely and pertinent. The Police 
Justices are paid good salaries, much more 
than any one of the whole lot could earn at 
the practice of law or in any other employ- 
ment. They are expected to gi ree hours 
of the day, from 9 o’clock to 12 o’eldck, to che 
business of the city. They shirk their duty. 
They fail to open court frequently until 10 
o’clock. They keep policemen who ought to 
be in bed in court unnecessarily. They do 
not deal with the cases promptly. They do 
not give them full consideration. They post- 
pose cases frequently without cause and in 
order to increase fees. Their methods are 
bad. They bring further discredit on an un- 
fortunate system. The removal of two or 
three of the worst offenders would be the 
most effectual methcd of dealing with the 
evil. Mayor Washburne could not wind up 
his administration in a more acceptable man- 
ner than by making an example of two or 
three of them. 


REFORM ALL THE DEPARTMENTS. 

The Democratic city platform says: 
The efficiency of the police force will be in- 
creased if, like the Fire Department, its meniber- 
ship shall be constituted upon merit alone and 
without reference to parfisan services, and cer- 
tainty of tenure should be assured to every serv- 
antof the municipality in those departments 
whose worth has been demonstrated by his devo- 
tion in the performance of his duty. 

The Fire Department is and long has been 
managed on non-partisan principles. The 
police force never has been non-partisan un- 
der Democratic Mayors, but always a disci- 
plined party force. All the reform promised 
by the Democrats is that hereafter it shall be 
managed as the Fire Department is. 

The Republican non-partisan platform on 
which Mr. Allerton stands promises much 
more than this. It says: 

That the city administration should be con- 
ducted on business principles based on the merit 
system ; that the police, school. public works, wa- 
ter. and other departments should be divorced 
from politics, 

This is not as long as the nens plank, 
but how much more it covers. Mr. Allerton 
does not pledge himself to bus mess methods 
in two depart ments, but in all. He says that 
if he is elected the innumerable employés of 
the Department of Pubho Works shall be 
chosen because of their fitness and not of 
their politics; that the officers of the Board 
of Health and of the Building Department 
shall be not the nominees of ward clubs or 
ward bosses, but men who will do a good 
day’s work for a fair day’s wages. The Dem- 
ocratic platform promises none of these 
things and no Mayor is better than the plat- 
form on which he is elected, though he may 
be worse. 

The platform which Mr. Allerton prepared 
says that the men who will have charge of the 
cleaning of streets and removai of garbage, 
if he is elected, will be persons competent to 
attend to the work and who will see that it is 
done. The platform on which his opponent 
stands makes no such promise. They will be 
the same old ward-workers. The Democratic 
platform promises the same old sanitary ia- 
spectors, each of them mereiy the walking 
delegate of an Alderman. The Alierton plat- 
form promises better things. 

Citizens who want clean streets and alleys, 
who wish to see all the departments of the 
eity managed on business principles and no: 
merely one or two of them, can get what they 
want by electing Mr. Allerton. They never 
will by voting for his opponent, who does 
not promise those things and who will not 
be better than his promises, He never has 


been. oe 


THE WORLD’S FAIR SUNDAY QUESTION. 

The act-of Congress of last August, which 
gave the World's Fair 5,000,000 souvenir halt 
dollars, provides that— 

All appropriations berein made for, or pertain- 
ing to, the World's Columbian Exposition are 
made upon the condition that the said Exposition 
shall not be opened to the public on the first day 
of the week commonly called Sunday, and if the 
said appropriations be accepted by the corpota- 
tion of the State of Illinois kuown as the World's 
Columbian Exposition, upon that condition, it 
shall be and it hereby is made the duty of the 
World’s Columbian Commission created by the 
act of Congress, April 25, 1890, to make such rules 
or moiification of the rules of said corporation 
as shail require the closing of the Exposition on 
Sunday. 

Another condition is that the directors 
should pay the expenses of the great depart- 
ments. The directors voted to accept the 
souvenir halves and have received more than 
half of them. The National Commission has 
voted to close the Fair Sundays. Had Con- 
gress done nothing further it would be the 
duty of directors and Commissioners to keep 
faith with it. At the last session Congress 
agreed to advance $570,800 to pay the expenses 
of judges and the granting of awards, pro- 
vided that security was given that that sum 
was repaid out of the appropriation of last 
August. If such security is not given the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury ie directed tu hold 
back 1,141,600 of the souvenir halves, each of 
which is worth to the World's Fair directors 
one dollar. The question is whether Congress 
by attempting to attach a new condition to its 
gift has not released the directors and the Na- 
tional Commission, in part, at least, from 
compliance with the Sunday-closing require- 
ment. One party toa contract cannot mod- 
ify it without the consent of the other. Is 
Congress an exception to all legal rules? 

It is the opinion of Commissioner St. Clair 
that Congress has broken faith with the Expo- 
sition and that its officers and the National 
Commission are’ neither morally nor legally 
bound to close the Fair Sundays, He 
thinks that the directors should refuse to give 
the security demanded by the law of the last 
session, forfeit the 1,100,000 souvenir halves, 
and keep open Sundays in the quiet manner 
which they contemplated, Should they do so 
it is his belief that the commission will rescind 
its Sunday closing vote and refuse to make the 
“rules or modification of the rules” men- 
tioned in the act of the last Congress. These 
questions probabiy will be disposed of in a 
few days. 

The directors have to look at the matter 
with aneye to their present resources. If 
they can surrender a number of souvenir 
coins which would have been worth to them 
over a million dollars and yet have money 
enough to carry them till the Fair opens and 
the gate receipts begin coming in then they 
will stand in a much better position than if 
they were short of cash to meet expenses be- 
tween now and May 1. This question can be 
left safely to their decision. 

The National Commissioners must decide 
whether the Fair shall be open Sundays or 
not. There are some excellent lawyers among 
them whose opinion as to the effect of this 
last Congressionial performance will be ac- 
cepted as sound. If they refuse to shut up 


Sundays it is difficult to see how Congress or 
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‘yeetors vote to keep open 
Com missioners do not veto theit action who 


‘ean? The coufts will not, if Congress hes 


vivlated its own agreement. 

It the Commissioners see their way clear to 
keeping open all the Sundays, or a portion 
of them, since about a quarter of that ap- 
propriation which was made conditional on 
Sunday closing is withheld, the majority of 
the people will be greatly pleased and the Fair 
will accomplish it its full work of education. 


GEN. FITZ-SIMONS’ RESIGNATION, 

It was in bad taste, and unnecessary, for the 
Governor to-ask Gen. Fitz-Simons for his res- 
ignation on the ground that, owing to certain 
amendments to the militia law passed at the 
last session, the best interests of the service 
require changes in organization which your 
resignation as Brigadier-General would facil- 
itate, and you are therefore requested to ten- 
der the same. These words, taken from the 
letter of the Adjutant-General written by di- 
rection of the Governor, are insulting and un- 
true. The amendments referred to have 
nothing to do with the office of Brigadier- 
General, The best interests of the service do 
not require Gen. Fitz-Simons’ resignation, 
but the retention in his present position of 
that valuable otficer. Furthermore, the Gov- 
ernor has no business to ask for the resigna- 
tion of an officer. It is impudent for him to 
do 80. 

What Gov. Altgeld wishes to do is to con- 
vert the militia into a political machine if he 
can. That is the reorganization he aims at. 
Gen. Fitz-Simons is in his way and he wishes 
to get rid of him. If the Governor had had 
more tact—were a more politic politician—he 
would have privately hinted to the General 
that he would be much obliged if he would 
resign. The latter, who did tender his resig- 
nation to Gov. Fifer when the result of the 
election was known, so that his successor | 
might have a free hand, would have complied 
with his wishes. But Gov. Altgeld went at the 
job in a public and blundering way. It would 
have served him right if the General had re- 
fused to resign, for the Governor and Com- 
ander-in-Chigf’’ could not remove him, but 
after twelve years of service he was perhaps 
willing enough to get out. 

The Governor can now go ahead with his 
labor of “‘reforming”’ the militia. He may 
find it an easier task than that of persuading 
his Democratic Legislature to settle down to 
work, or of devising some plan for managing 
the penitentiaries which will carry out the 
promises he made the workingmen during the 
campaign. The Chicago soldiers and all Chi- 
cagoans who take an interest in the welfare of 
the National Guard will wish that Gov. Alt- 
geld had paid more attention to his legitimate 
duties and had not turned aside from them to 
drive from the service a man who has done so 
much towards raising the militia of. Northern 
Illinois to the present high standard of 
efficiency. He has grudged neither time nor 
money. Gov..Aitgeld during his residence in 
Chicago never gave to the cause a minute or a 
cent. 


TWO INSUBORDINATE PRIESTS. 

It is not often that Roman Catholic priests 
of the race to which ghe Rev. Fathers Will- 
iam P. and P. A. Treacy belong set them- 
selves up in defiance of the directions and 
decrees of the Roman Catholic faith. The 
two gentlemen rained did so at Swedesboro, 
N. J., last Sunday. Both the reverend 
fathers scme time ago disobeyed the authority 
of Bishop ©’Farrell of Trenton and incurred 
his censure. They appealed to Mgr. Satolli, 
the Papal Ablegate for the United States. 
He decided against them and in favor of the 
Bishop. The Fathers Treacy refused to sub- 
mit, whereupon Bishop O' Farrell pronounced 
against them sentence of excommunication. 
They affect to disregard the censure. They 
have nailed up their church doors at Swedes- 
boro, excluded from the building the pastor 
sent to supersede them, and have gone off 
with forty of their congregation to hold 
services and set up a parish in a private house 
pending an appeal to Rome. 

All shis is very irregular, of course, and can 
only lead to further censure of the reverend 
gentiemen. That is not what Dr. McGlynn 
did. He did not attempt to say mass or to 
hold any form of religious services after he 
was excommunicated. He talked strongly 
enough against Archbishop Corrigan and the 
other ecclesiastics who had pronounced cen- 
sure upon him, but at the same time be took 
the precaution of securing the services of one 
of the ablest men among the Roman Catholic 
priesthood, the Rev. Dr. Burtsell, to present 
his case to Rome, and as we all know with 
success. The Rev. Fathers Treacy have by 
their course put themselves out of court. They 
have but an insignificant backing. Bishop 
O’Farreli in his fight with them is sustained 
by Mgr. Satolli, and he will no doubt be aus- 
tained at Rome and in the courts of New Jer- 
sey, for the Catholis Church wisely provides 
that all property shall be owned »y the diocese 
and not by the priest. The Swedesboro church 
will be given to Father Leahy, the new pas- 
tor, and the insubordinate priests v ill have to 
make meek surrender oc go without church, 
congregation, or priestly functions. Their 
plea that they have been citizens of the United 
States for twenty years, while Mgr. Satolli 
was an Italian alien, shows that priests as well 
as politicians can appeal to race feelings, but 
it will not aid their cause at Rome. Whoever 
joins a church should obey its laws or leave. 
He has a right to be a seceder but not a nulli- 
fier. 
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MINTS GLUTTED WITH SILVER. 

The United States mint at Philadelphia 
now contains the extraordinary amount of 
110,000,000 ounces of bar silver, or sufficient 
for the coinage of 150,000,000 silver dollars, 
and besides this it holds some $10,000,000 in 
coined silver. The vaults are full to overflow- 
ing and it has been necessary to have con- 
structed a new steel-lined vault, which was 
completed about a week ago. It is 35 feet 
long, 8 feet wide, and 10 feet high, yet it will 
hold but about 20,000,000 ounces if piled full 
from floor to ceiling. As silver bullion is now 
being received there at the rate of 38,800,000 
ounces peł month this additional room will be 
filled within half a year and then will rise the 
necessity of occupying still other room should 
the purchase of silver by the government be 
continued as at present. Each six months 
will require the erection of an additional 
vault for the purpose of increasing a load of 
silver that already is dangerously heavy in the 
estimation of many well-informed students of 
the financial situation. 

What is the use of keeping up that purchase 
of 4,500,000 ounces each month? The people 
have all the silver paper they can use, and so 
much of it that practically it has crowded all 
the gold and gold paper out of circulation. 
Why not take measures for getting rid of a 
portion of the surplus by offermg to redeem 
with a full dollar’s worth of silver each of the 
dollars named on the certificates issued for 
the purchase of the metal? It would be just 
as honest, far more convenient, to re- 
deem the Treasury notes thus than ito redeem 
in gold all of them that are were at the 
Treasury. 

There is no more tense, ‘reason, or justice, 
in buying up the product of the silver mines 
to be stored on government account at Phila- 
delphia and other points than there would be 
in the Treasury taking from the cotton raisers 
of the South and thé wheat farmers of the 


West their surplus produce, and holding it 
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the accumulations of silver at the mints 
United States tend to keep down the price of 
spe eel So ee rene ee le 
supply of wheat to depress the price of 
cereal on all that the farmer has yet to sell. 
Better, far better, for all concerned, if the 
surplus product were put on the market and 
worked off into the hands of consumers, leav- 
ing the price of that produced in the future to be 
determined by the relation of current supply 
to the current demand. 
DEMOCRATIC ROWS AND RIOTS. 

It appears that the Democrats in making 
their nominations for Aldermen and town offi- 
cers have entirely ignored the Crawford pri- 
mary law. The contests in the various wards 
and towns have been conducted on the free- 
for-all, catch-as-catch-can plan, The result 
hes been a series of bloody riots at the polls 
which have only been quelled by the aid of 
large details of policemen, In the Sixth 
Ward last week an attempt was made to lynch 
one of the judges of election, at the town 
primaries. He had to be put into jail to es- 
cape the wrath of the opposing faction. The 
following day a detachment of forty or fifty 
policemen was unable to preserve order at the 
town convention, where knives and pistols, 
fists and bricks were freely used. The con- 
vention was adjourned without action, and a 
new set of ptimaries called. Tuesday there 
was a riot in the Seventh Ward over the 
Aldermanic primaries, and the convention the 
following evening broke up in a row. In the

two patrol wagons were unable to maintain 


peace between the Polish and the Irish Demo- 
cratic factions.

Then the police came on thé double quick. They 
took a hand in the melés and clubs swung right 
and left. though they always landed on the softer 
portions of the anatomy of the voters. At the end 
of about five minutes the voters were mostly on 
the street and the police held the polling - place. 
Capt. Aldrich told the crowd to form in line 
Melaniphy told them that if 
they did not conduct themselves properly he 
would fire them off the sidewalk. 

Lots of gore was flowing by this time, and many 
of the voters could identify their respective tick- 
ets by the color and quantity * blood that deco- 


rated them. 

And yet intelligent, e Dem- 
ocratic voters are expected to ratify the de- 
cisions of these mob - bossed primaries and the 
thug-terrorized conventions at the polls two 
weeks from next Tuesday. They will be told 
by the ward-workers, heelers, and strikers 
that if they do not support tne irregular nom- 
inees of the toughs and thugs they are 
backsliders, bolters, and kickers. But it is 
not likely that charges of that kind or threats 
which accompany them will have much in- 
fluence on any thinking men of whatever 
party. It is more likely, on the coutrary, that 
law-abiding, peace-loving Demccrats will re- 
buke the mob methods of the managers and 
wirepullers of the party. 

Mr. A. C. Hesing in the speech which he de- 
livered before the Republican convention 
Wednesday referred to the similar state of 
things which existed in the city in 1855, when 
a German who tried to cast his honest ballot 


was knocked down and killed, and when one 
of our most worthy citizens and one of our 


largest and best business-men, George Ar- 
mour, was knocked down when he went tc the 
polis’? and would have been killed had not 
Mr. Hesmg and others gone to his rescue. The 
remedy not as it was then, is for decent men 
to unite irrespective of party and go to work 
and rescue the city from the control of the 
thugs and the lawless. This can be best ac- 
complished by the election of the Republican- 
Citizens’ nominee for Mayor, Mr. Samuel Al- 
lerton. The rows and nots of the last three 
or four weeks are a disgrace to Chicago and 
the nominations secured through them should 
be repudiated by the voters next month, 


THE SOUTH WANTS OFFICES, 

The Memphis Commercial addresses an 
earnest editorial petition to President Cleve- 
land. It is not a plea that immediate steps 
be taken for the abolition of protection or 
even for the repeal of the McKinley 
law. It is not a prayer for the free 
coinage of silver or for the repeal of 
the Sherman law. It is not a demand 
for the wiping out of the national election 
laws. It is not an appeal for the removal of 
the 10 per cent tax on the notes of State 
banks. The editorial does not mention one 
of the issues raised by the Democratic plat- 
form. 

That which the editor of the Commercial 
thinks is of sufficient importance to justify an 
impassioned address tothe President is the 
distribution of the offices in such a manner 
that the Southshall have its share. He thinks 
that a frank and fair recognition of that sec- 
tion will have a fine and wholesome effect.“ 
and would have a greater effect toward the 
doing away with sectionalism than any meas- 
ure now possible.“ It appears that what the 
South has suffered from for years has not been 
a protective tariff or national election laws, 
but the deprivation of its assumed share of 
Federal offices, and that if given lots of places 
its hard feelings will vanish, 

This iuformation will be of value to Mr. 
Cleveland. The majority of the Southern 
Democratic Congressman do not think as he 
does on the silver question. They are more 
anxious than he is to carry out the tariff 
pledges of the national platfurm, They dis- 
agree with him on many other points. If he 
will pour dowa upon the South a shower of 
golden offices the constituents of the Southern 
Congressmen will tell’ them to stop their op- 
position to the President and do what he 
wants—that the South has the spoils once 
more and cares for nothing else. 

If the South wants offices and lots of them, 
and believes that it would be in line with 
the truest patriotism and with our President’s 
high ideals of justice for him to lavish them 
in that section, and if the Southern people are 
willing in return for those offices to behave 
themselves and not to insist on all the in- 
jurious or foolish doctrines laid down in their 
party platform, by all means let them have 
them. Do not give one of them to the North- 
ern Democrats, They will be willing to stand 
on one side as in the past, if the South can be 
pacified. Mr. Cleveland should first ask the 
editor of the Commercial what position he 
wants and give it to him, and then distribute 


the remaining places among other Southern 


men.

Apvicrs from Washington indicate that it is 
thought probable the free-silver demagogues 
ia the next Congress will be sufficiently numer- 
ous to seriously embarrass President Cleve- 
land in his efforts to maintain the parity of 
our currency. Those fellows seem to be com- 
mitted to silver at ang cost, and are de- 
termined to work for it irrespective of the 
damage it would do to the industries of the 
country. Possibly it is from a study of the 
situation that the President has decided not to 
call an extra session for the purpose of repeal- 
ing the silver purchasing feature of the Sher- 
man act. But if he fears he could not carry 
the point now what are the prospects for honest 
money after he has dispensed the more valuable 
portion of the patronage of his office? It may 
| be considered certain that he would veto any 
vill providing for the free coinage of silver on 
a ratio which would debase by fully a third the 
purchasing power of all the currency in the 
United States; and place the government in 
the dishonest attitude of a repudiator by its 
having to redeem its Treasury notes with two- 
thirds the quantity of silver that was pur- 
chased by their issue. Also it may be set 
down as almost certain that the free silver 
maniacs could not muster enough votes to 
pass the bill over his veto. But what a spec- 
tacle would it be for the world outside to have 
such an issue raised in our national councils! 
And a faint inkling of the financial havoc that 
would follow the bringing of the country to 
such a pass may be gathered from looking at 
the drain of gold caused within the last few 
weeks by undefined fears that gold would be 
forced to a premium soon after the change in 
administration. Surely it would be advisable 
for the President to declare himself more flat- 
footedly than he has yet done in regard to the 
silver issue. Surely the most level-headed of 
his advisers must see it to be their duty to ad- 
vise him to act without delay. He ought not 
to defer the settlement of the question till 
perhaps several months after the beginning 
of the regular session of Congress. 
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DENVER is a much younger city than ours, 
but its officials could give us a valuable lesson 
in street cleaning. They have learned how to 
do it well and cheaply. The thirteen miles of 
paved streets in Denver are washed and 
scraped once every twenty-four hours, and 
more thoroughly cleaned by the use of water 
once a week. The work is performed by 
twenty-five men and seventeen horses. That 
small force removes the dirt and sprinkles the 
streets afterwards. It is estimated the cost is 
less than $4 per mile of street cleaned, while 
the taxpayers of Chicago have been paying $22 
per mile not to have the work done in each of 
several years past. The Denver people 
have abolished the contract system, and 
have the work done by ‘a street bureau 
that is as far removed from political 
influence as possible. It should not be very 
difficult to introduce a like reform in this city 
under the ordinance passed at the latest meet- 
ing of the Council, It can be done if we put in 
a good man as Mayor, who will resolve that the 
business of the city shall be conducted 
strictly on business principles and insist on 
that to every one of his subordinates, Tun 
Tarnuxx has claimed that twice as much work 
could be done on the streets and alleys with 
the expenditure of half the moncy that has 
been paid in recent years for the service. The 
good folks of-Denver have proved that this is 
a mild statement of the case. The citizens of 
Chicago have paid gut six or eight times more 
than it was worth for all the street cleaning 
that has been done since the city settied down 
after the great fire. 
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Tue official order discontinuing fires in 
West Side street cars is regarded as a sure sign of 
a cold and backward spring.

MINED ONE 


New York Committee Representing the 
Holders of Reading Bonds Decides to 
Persist in the Movement to Retire the 
Ex-President from the Receivership— 
Incompetency the General Allegation 
~The Monetary Situation Somewhat Im- 
proved—Gold for the Subtreasury. 


J. Edward Simmons, Louis Fitzgerald, J. 
G. K. Duer, and Henry N. Whitney, who com- 
pose the committee of New York holders of 
general mortgage bo of the Philadelphia 
and Reading railroad company, met today and 
affirmed their determination to try to have 
Mr. McLeod .removed as receiver: The re- 
quest for Receiver McLeod’s removal is for 
the present based on the general ground that 
he has proved himself incompetent to manage 
the affairs of the company and therefore 
should not be intrusted with any further pow- 
ers and responsibilities. 

As soon as the committee ascertains exactly 
the condition of the Reading’s finances there 
may be some specific changes framed against 
Mr. McLeod. That, however, is a matter for 
future consideration. 

Stickney, Conyngham & Co. said today that 
the attachment which they procured against 
the property of the New York and New En- 
gland railway was not part of the fight be- 
tween the Pennsylvania and Philadelphia and 
Reading railways, despite the fact that the 
firm handies the Pennsylvania coal. They 
had been supplying the New England for sev- 
eral years. The road owed them $100,009 for 
coal, They sold on thirty days’ time and 
when their money was past due they wanted 
it. Now that the Reading interests have ob- 
tained control of the New England itis ex- 
an. that the Reading will supply it with 
coal. 


MONETARY SITUATION IMPROVED. 


Plenty of Money on Call and the Subtreas- 
ury Adding to its Gold Stock. 

New Yorx, March 16. — [Special.]—The 
monetary situation showed an improving ten- 
dency today and smell traders felt somewhat 
reassured, but to those familiar with current 
operations in the stock market and the shift- 
ing of funds incident thereto the fact that 
rates were lower than of late did not afford 
the same amount of encouragement. One of 
the city banks placed over $5,000,000 on 
call, and the offerings prevented an ad- 
vance in rates, so much desired by those 
dealing on the bear side of the account, The

The market at the mo- 
ment is relieved of the tension recently occa- 
sioned by the efflux of gold to Europe, and at 
the same time the domestic exchanges 
are rulmg more favorable to this center. 
The New York Subtreasury continues to add 
to its stock of gold. It gained about $250,000 
today from two city banks, one depositing 
» $100,000 in gold and another $150,000. The 
former bank took currency in place cf its 
yellow metal. The latter made one of the 
customary deposits of coin, but instead of 
taking certificates in exchange asked for big 
greenbacks. In the last two or three days 
$160,000 in gold has come from Canada, while 
there has been an increase in the proportion 
of gold received in custom-house payments. 


GREAT LABUR STRUGGLE IMMINENT 


Clothing Cutters Strike and Tailors Ex- 
pected to Follow Them. 

New York, March 16.—[Special.]—What 
promises to be one of the greatest labor strug- 
gies that New York has seen for years was 
opened today by the strike of twenty-five 
clothing cutters employed in the shop of 
Sincheimer, Levinson & Co. These men are 
members of local Union No. 4 of the United 
Garment Workers of America. 

The manufacturers say they granted the 
men more than they asked, but the real quar- 
rel is between the members ot the American 
Wederation and the Knights of Labor. They 
declare the men were perfectly satisfied and 
had signed an agreement with them, but they 
found that the Manufacturers’ Association was 
about to makea similar agreement with the 
Knights of Labor, and they bucked out and de- 
clared that as lopg as there were unemployed 
members of the federation no Knight of — 
bor should be employed. 

The Clothing Manufacturers’ Association to- 
day decided to resent the attack and will to- 
morrow decide on a plan of warfare. It is 
probable that the association will order a gen- 
eral lockout of the cutters. This will throw 
about eight hundred out of employment, and 
if the lockout lasts more than a day or two 
between seven and eight thousand tailors who 
are dependent on the cutters for work will 
have to stop. It is probable, however, that 
the tuilors will not wait for this contingency, 
but will strike at once. 


FROM JEHU TO OTHELLO. 


Lillian Russell’s Coachman Takes to the 
Boards as the Moor.

SNOW-SIORMS THROUGHOUT THE WEST. 


In Many States a Fall of the White Moist- 
ure Is Reported. 

Lincotn, Neb., March 16,—[Special.}— 
From reports received at the office of Gen- 
eral Superintendent Calvert of the Burlington 
and Missouri dated at 8 o’clock this morning, 

it appears that the storm today is quite gen- 
eral over the West. At least there is nota 
station on the Burlington lines in Nebraska, 
Kansas, Colorado, Wyoming, and South Da- 
kota but that reports a brisk wind from 
the east or northeast accompanied by heavy 
snows. The temperature varied frem 12° 
above zero at Grand Island to 36° above at 
Concordia, Kas. The heavy snows have not 
as yet delayed trains to any great extent, 
although the track 1s getting heavy. Grain 
men are greatly encour by this snow.

Capt. Kipley detailed Officers Mackey“and 
Kallas to take charge of Carter.

45 Center avenue, where he lies in a precari- 
ous condition, his recovery being extremely 
doubtful. 

“Insurance” is the motive given by the 
police for Carter’s alleged act. None of the 
officers of the company paid a cent for the 
stock they owned. For some time, it is said, 
the credit of the firm has been poor, con- 
cern barely able to keep its head above 
water, hen visited by the representutives 
of a mercantile agency last September Carter 
gave his gross assets as $17,300, and liabilities 
at $8,000, covered with imsurance amounting 
to $4,500. In his statement yesterday he gave 
the — 1 the plant at $75,000 iad the 
insurance $30,000. He would be the one to 
receive the insurance money. 

When the inquest was resumed Peter Ra- 
kowski, the watchman, reiterated the state- 
ment contained in his affidavit—that ho saw 
Carter in the factory but a few minutes be- 
fore the fire broke out. In the afternoon 
John Vogt, the 2 of the building, was 
put on the stand. He swore that Carter came 
to his house about 10 o’clock and taiked with 
him. He saw bim E his room, but does 
not know whether went to bed or not. 
Vogt is Vice-President and owns two shares 
of stock for which he did not pay anything. 
John Weber, the President of the company, 
stated that while he had subscribed for thirty 
shares he owned but ten and they were given 
to him in part payment for his services. He 
received a salary of $15 a week as President 
of the company. He did not think the con- 
cern short of money as it was domg a buéiness 
of $6,500 a month. He valued the shares at 
$200 each or 100 per cent above par. 


TENANTS HAVE NARROW ESCAPES, 


Fire in a South Side Flat Building Im- 
perils a Number of Lives. 


The Mackinaw flats building, at the south- 
east corner of Forty-third street and Evans 
avenue, took fire at 10:45 a, m. yesterday and 
was partly destroyed, a number of the occu- 
pants being rescued with considerable diffi- 
culty. The building is of brick, four stories 
high, extends from No. 290 to No, 296, inclu- 
sive,on Forty-third street, and runs back 
about double that distance on Evans avenue. 
A ten- foot court separates the north half from 
the south half, The first two stories on Forty- 
third street are fitted up for small stores. The 
occupants of the ground floor, beginning at 
No. 290, were Mrs. 8. F. Thomas, cigars; 
Starr & Williams, barbers; T.J. Ryan, tailor; 
and the agent of the building. Immediately 
over them were Charles Birkholder, restau- 
-rant; the Theosophical Library and Reading 
Room; Miss irdresser; and Hibben 
& Patterson, milliners. ‘The flats on the third 
floor, in the northend of the building, were 
occupied as foilows: No, 16 by Mrs. F. K. 
Jenn dressmaker; No. 17 by Mrs. A. V. 
Terry; No. 18 by Misses L. Cameron and C. 
Connell; and No. 21 by A. J. Arnold. On the 
next floor were flat No. 19, occupied by J. A. 
Smith, and No. 20 occupiea by A, Whisler, and 
the Mackinaw dancing hall. 

The fire originated in the boiler- room in the 
rear of the stores and on the north side of the 
court, but no one knows how it started. It 
seems not to have been discovered until the 
whole first floor was ablaze. As there are a 
number of air-shafts in the building the 
smoke and flames were conveyed almost in- 
stantly to every part of the floors overhead. 
Most of the occupants by great exertion es- 
caped down the stairs to the street, but a 
number who were unable todo so soon ap- 
peared at the third and fourth story windows 
on the front of the building calling for help. 
The smoke was then pouri from the win- 
dows in such volumes that they were in dan- 
ger of suffocation even there. Mr. Hansen, 
who keeps a feed store near by, seized a ladder 
aud ran to their help. By the time he had rescued 
two or three persons from the corner window 
of the third story ladder truck No. 15 had ar- 
rived and the firemen had raised a ladder to 
the corner window of the fourth story, and 
rescued four or five more. Subsequentiy one 
ur two more were taken from the center win- 

dow of the third story. ‘he persons 
were Mrs. Jennings and her mother, Mrs, 
Armstrong, Miss Smith, Matthew Watson, 70 
ears old, 71 at No. 661 Ashland avenue, Mrs.

_LAKE-FRONT CASE MANDATE, 


Counsel for Chicago Should Ask That the 
Decree Bé Sent Down. 

Wasuinaron, D. C., Match 16.—[Special. |— 
There will not be any harm for counsel in the 
Lake-Front case to ask the Supreme Court 
to send down its mandate: Otherwise it will 
not issue till the end of the present term, 
which will be in May. As the mandate directs 
the lower court to make certain investigations 
regarding the piers and wharves erected by the 
Illinois Central, the sooner the mandate is is- 
sued the sooner will the State of Illinois and 
the City of Chicago come into possession of 
theirown. There is another reason why the 
mandate should be asked on behalf of the 
State and city. So long as it is not sent down 
the case is not closed, in spite of the denial of 
the court for a. rehearing. Death might 
change the court, in which ease the persistent 
attorneys of the railroad would probably make 
another effort. It will surprise a many 
people to learn that eminent New York coun- 
sei are still engaged lookmg up a loophole for 
the Illinois Central. No one thinks that they 
will succeed, yet the railroad seems to believe 
it worth while to pay for their services. 

The Supreme Court circle in its dignitied 
way has been enjoying the opinion which Jus- 
tice Field gave réfusing the rehearing. Un- 
like the opinion on the case itself, that opin- 
ion was not made public. All the outside 
world knows is that a motion for a rehearing 
is either: allowed Or denied, but in the con- 
sultation room the Justice render: the 
opinion generally states the full grounds, so 
thas his colleagues may know where they 
stand. In looking over the brief prepared by 
the attorneys of the Illinois Central asking for 
a rehearing Justice Field found that some 
statements of facts ia his decision concerning 
harbor front, wharf area, etc., of Liverpool 
and New York were centroverted by counsel 
for the railroad. They Gave an encyclopedia 
as their authority. The Justice had verified 
his facts through half a dozen independent 
sources. He consulted the encyclopedia cited, 
found that it agreed with his figures, and that 
the counsel themselves had been, to put it 
mildly, misled. Thereupon he sat down and 
wrote out some pointed observations on the 
misquotations of counagl for the railroad.” 
His fellow Justices enjo the vigorous tone 
which he employed so keenly that the whole 
matter leaked out.

VALUE OF WAREHOUSE RECEIPTS, 


> 


Answer Made by the Treasury Department 
to an Important Question. 

Wasainertonr, D. C., March 16.—The Louis- 
ville (Ky.) Public Warehouse company re- 
cently presented a question to the Treasury 
Department whether it would recognize a 
warehouse receipt issued by a private bonded 
warehouse in case an importer should apply 
to remove his merchandise from the bonded 
warehouse, either duty paid or for transporta- 
tion in bond or for export, the merchandise 
being subject to the return of the negotiable 
warehouse receipt issued by the proprietor of 
the bonded warehouse, In asking this ques- 
tion, the company states that it has been the 
custom fur forty years for bonded warehouses 
to issue negotiable warehouse receipts, which 
have been accepted by banks and bankers. as 
unquestionable security for advances of 
money, and that on this custom a vast 
amount of the commerce cf this country is 
based ana conducted. 

After conferring with the Secretary of the 
Treasury and some of the principal customs 
officers of the country Assistant Secretary 
Spaulding has replied that no authority existe 
for the continuance of government control 
after the payment of such duty. A sole ex- 
ception to this rule is pointed out in Sec. 10, 
in the act of June 10, 1880. under which when- 
ever the Collector shall be duly notified in 
writing ot a lien for freight upon any im- 
ported merchandise in his custody he 
shall. refuse the delivery of the mer- 
chanaise until “satisfied that the freight 
thereon has been secured. Such liens, it is 
stated, are not recognized when for freight or 
merchandise intended for exportation or for 
transit to a. contiguous foreign country. No 
such claim can be bin in the matter of 
money advances. The storing of goods under 
bond is a privilege accorded to the importer 
for his sole advantage, and the government 
assumes no responsibility for the security ot 
the goods except that which is necessary for 
its own purpose. Il negotiations and ar- 
rangements concerning the final disposition 
of the goods are heyond the power of the de- 
partment nor is the voucher,known as a 
warehouse receipt, of any effect as respects 
the treatment of the merchandise. In 
point of fact, the banker may demand from 
tbe importeror owner of any hypothecated 
merchandise a complete transfer to him of 
all rights of withdrawal. The Treasury regu- 
lations provide that the Consignee or importer 
of inechandise may, in writing upon the with- 
drawal form, authorize any person or firm to 
make withdrawal of merchandise furnished by 
him in bond. The Collector, after the filing 
of such authority, will issue a withdrawal per- 
mit for the merchandise so transferred to no 


other person or firm than the one named in 


such authority. It would seem therefore that 
security of this kind. as collateral! to the ware- 
house receipt, should be ample for the purpose 
of control, 

Mr. Sraulding states that the department 
recognizes the great importance of the ques- 
tions involved and he suggests that it might be 
advantageous to secure such an enactment by 
Congress as would give warehouse receipts the 
same Official standing as is now accorded to 
freight lines.

INVESTIGATION OF THE OHARGES 
AGAINST M’OLAUGHRY. 


Majority Members of the Committee De- 
cide Upon a Course in Advance—Books 
of the Penitentiary Show That Brainerd 
& Co. Paid for the Services of all the 
Convicts They Employed—An Ex-Chap- 
lain Denies That He Received Money 
for His Aid in Securing a Pardon. 


Joxrer, III., March 16.—| Special. }—Several 
witnesses were examined by the Senate com- 
mittee, appointed to investigate the charges 
made against Maj. Ra W. McClaughry, ex- 
Warden of the penitentiary, S. H. Jones, and 
other Republicans who have been con 
with the administration of the institution, here 
today. Several incidents occurred that seemed 
to indicate that some of the members of the 
committee are strongly prejudiced. One 
point had referénce to the admission of hear- 
say testimony ana wasa matter of consider- 


able contention. 

The committee came up from Springfield 
this morning and met in the Commissioners’ 
room at the penitentiary about 10 o’clock. 
There were present Chairman Reed Green of 
Cairo, and Senators John W. Arnold of Lock- 
port, Vinton E. Howell of Bloomington, 
— E. Bacon of Paris, Sylvester Allen of 
Oxville, and Harmon Manecke of Oakley. 
Andrew J. O’Conor of La Salle, the other 
member of the committee, was absent. Bacon 
and Howell are the only Republicars on the 
committee, while Mr. O’Conor is said to be- 
lieve that the charges are not well founded. 

Levy Mayer appeared as the attorney of 
Maj. McClaughry and was only able to obtain 
consent that his client might be present after 
a judicious argument with Chairman Green. 
Mayor P. C. Haley and E. Meers of Joliet ap- 
peared for the committee and were sasisted 
by Luke Cooney of Joliet and Chicago, whoin 
it is claimed, is looking after the interests of 
the officials of the defunct Garfield Park Race 
Track Association. While Mr. Jones and 
other former officials of the institution, except 
Maj. MeClaughry, were denied admission to 
the proceedings, Cooney was stationed near 
the attorneys of the prosecution to prompt 
them. There seems to be no doubt as to 
Cooney’s connection with the Garfield Park 
track people. It is stated on trustworthy 
information that Cooney came to Joliet from 
Chicago Sunday night in company with a 
former Garfield track bookmaker. They went 
back to Chicago Tuesday night, visited Harry 
Varnell’s place on Clark street, and then drove 
to Harrison street and Ashland avenue, where 
Cooney held a two-hours’ conference with a 
millionaire who is * of having some 
interest in the fight of the Garfield people. It 
is also stated that Mr. Cooney has plenty of 
money to spend these days and he is 
having a good time while he has a chance. 

The first contest was over the question of 
allowing Maj. McClaughry to be present, and 
Chairman Green at one point in the discus- 
sion preémptorily declared that he should be 
excluded. Mr. Mayer resisted and Mr. 
Green finally said the quickest way out ot it 
was to allow him in the room. He stated, 
however, that both the Major and his attorney 
were present by courtesy, and had not Mr. 
Mayer handled the question rather delicately 
both would have been excluded. 


Decide Their Course in Advance, 


It.developed in the proceedings that a ma- 
jority of the members of the committee held 
a meeting at the hotel before going out to the 
prison and decided upon the course they 
would pursue. One int was to admit 
hearsay evidence and other was not to 
hold the investigation down to the rules that 
obtain in a court of justice. 

The proceedings opened without the formal- 
ity of reading the resolution passed by the 
Senate giving the committee its authority, and 
without even reading the specitications con- 
taining the changes. Sergeant-at-Arms Davis 
had subpoenaed a number of witnesses the 
day before, one of whom was Samuel H. 
Jones. Chairman Green announced that the 
second specification, which charges that the 
retiring Board of Commissioners awarded a 
contract to E. R. Brainerd and company to 
build a drain fur $15,000, the amount of the 
appropriation, that could have been built for 
$5,000, would be taken up first, and stated that 
Mayor Haley and Mr. Meers would assist the 
committee. 

Gallus Muller, the prison cler, was called. 
By Mr. Muller and his books it was estab- 
lished that the $15,000 appropriated for the 
drain, with the exception of $70, had been paid 
to E. R. Brainerd & Co. between July 31 and 
August, 1886. The $70 was paid to the sur- 
veyor. It was also attempted to prove by Mr. 
Muller that convicts had been transferred from 
the yard gang to work on the drain, and that 
Brainerd had not paid for their services. The 
witness was compelled to show by the books 
the number of men in the yard gang each 
month from October, 1885, to August, 1886, 
and then to snow the numberof men trans- 
ferred. The books later on showed that Brain- 
erd had paid the State for all of the convicts 
he employed. Aa attempt was also made by 
Mr. Haley to show that the teaming work had 
been furnished Brainerd free, but the books 
told a different st ry. 

A. J. Matthewson, who made the survey for 
the drain, was put on the stand to prove that 
changes had been made in the profile, but he 
was not certain and could not swear as to the 
map. He was an old man and nothing was 
established. James Black, formerly the 
guard of the yard gang, unders that 
twenty-five or thirty of his men had been 
transferred to Brainerd, but had no personal 
knowledge of the matter. He could not tell 
whether Brainerd paid the State for them or 
not. 

In the afternoon session August Weil, 6 
former guard, who admitted, when cross-ex- 
amined, that he had never dug a ditch in his 
life, posed as an expert, and told how much 
the drain could have been built for. He had 
been discharged for allowmg a convict to es- 
cape. The witness was disposed to treat Mr. 
Mayer’s questions lightly, and when he was 
asked the name of the convict Chairman 
Green objected. 

Bacon Protests in Vain. 


Senator Bacon protested that the witness 
had viola all bounds of propricty, but 
Chairman Green cut the discussion off by 
saying that his ruling was final. 

Alexander Shaw, another former guard, was 
called. Mr. Mayer asked if the Chairman 
still objected to the presence of Mr. Jones, 
and being informed that he did asked to 
argue the point. 

No, it has been decided, said the Chair- 
man. 

“No vote has been taken,” replied Mr. 
Mayer, and he was reminded by the Chairman 
that he was present by courtesy. 

Shaw testified the drain could have been 
built for 88,000. He was asked to repeat a 
conversation he had had with a convict named 
Peter Weart, who was in his gang on the 
drain, regarding an application for pardon. 
Mr. Mayer objected. 

This is hearsay evidence of the rankest 
kind,“ said Mr. Mayer. There is not an ele- 
menv of law that would admit such evidence.“ 
Alter a good deal of talk the question was 
frained differently. Green admitted it would 
not be allowed in a court. It was not long 
until the question was raised again and tne 
Chairman, not caring to decide the point, 
asked that the roll be called. Arnold and Al- 
len voted to allow Shaw to tell what Weast 
suid to him and Bacon. Howell and Manecke 
voted nay. 

J understood,” said Mr. Allen, “there 
should be no objection to hearsay evidence.

CLASHES WITH THE GOVERNMENT.

10, 1892, Wellman was a United States Deputy

Then 
Fred Laux, foreman in charge, made an ad- 
dress in German He said that the Kaiser 
had secured the services of the great builders, 
Ph. Holzmann & Co. of Frankfort-on-the- 
Main, who sent a band of workmen here with 
material hewn out of the Black Forest, and 
had erected a building that would stand wind 
and weather. He reviewed the history of the 
enterprise and, removing his hat, called for 
three cheers jointly for the Emperor and 
President Cleveland. These were given with 
good will by the crowd that had deen listening 
and freezing. August Hofchacker, the archi- 
tect of the castle, spoke also in German. He 
complimented the honest work of the mechan- 
ics, congratulated his country on the near 
completion of the casile, which he considered 
@ characteristic piece of architecture and a 
worthy memorial of the German race.

FINE EXHIBIT FROM SWEDEN. 


It Will Reach the Grounds by April 10— 
Masterpieces of Northern Artists. 

New Lonx, March 16.—Arthur Lefler, the 
chief Commissioner of Sweden to the World’s 
Columbian Exposition at Chicago, and Axel 
Welin, Assistant Secretary to the Royal Swed- 
ish Commission for the Chicago Fair, are at 
the Metropolitan Hotel. They say the Swed- 
ish exhibit will be one of the finest at the 
Fair. Mr. Lefler says that the government 
has appropriated 350,000 crowns or about 
$100,000 for the exhibit to be sent to Chicago, 
and that amount in proportion to the popula- 
tion of other countries was the largest ap- 
propriation made by any European country. 

“The exhibit left Sweden March 2,” said 
Mr. Lefler. and was transferred to a vessel 
that sails from Liverpool today. The exhibit 
will be here in a week or ten days and the 
articles will be in their places in our building 
at the Fair grounds by April 10. most 
prominent articles of the exhibit will be of 
iron and steel. The other articles will be in 
clay, cement, wood pulp, a. and wick. 

Our art exhibit will be comparatively 
small, but it will os to be a surprise to the 
judges in the art department. There are only 
abo ut seventy-five exhibiters in this depart- 
ment, but some of the most celebrated artists 
of Europe have contributed, and among the 
200 works in oil, pastel, and water colors some 
superior work will be seen, Among the 
artists who have entered the contest for 
honors are Arborelius, Berg, Bjorek, Hage- 
borg, Kronberg, Carl Larsson, Zorn, Count 

n, Prince Eugene, the fourth son of 
King Oscar. The Prince is a great artist and 
could easily make a good living with his 
brush. Two of our great sculptors, Kassel- 
berg and Borjesson, have contributed some of 
their skill to the exhibit.”
